ſs this ſpirir judgeth according to the outward appearance, 
and not with righteous judgemenc; This is that Baſtard (or 
Son of the Bond woman) which ſhall nor inherit with the 
Heir, the Son of the Free-woman.

able to him in their ſeveral places, and amongſt their ſeveral 
Familyes, Tribes, and Congregations ; unto 'whom every 
particular-muſt give account of hrs Stewardſhip : Therefore 
fee that ye-walk and live, and rule in the Spirit, power and 
Wiſdom of God, in the ill, quier, and cool ſpirit ; in which 
every thought is weighed, and judged ; and 1n it watch for 
the Seed, and its appearance.when ir. ariſeth in them: all, 
amongſt whom ye are placed , and reprove, exhort and Cor- 
re& inthe Dominion of God, and in the Wiſdome and Pa- 
tience of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and in due time and ſeaſon, 
evenin the feeling of the Leadings of the Seed of God -/.comg 
CIVES, .

the good parr, in all yoar Familyes, from the leaſt ro the 
greateſt : For that is Gods, who will call you to account, how 
you have anſwered ir, and been careful,that you have not hure 


the leaſt appearance of-ic ; And whether you have deer as 
render. 


. tender of ir, ' asthe Apple of your eye, for (01s it unto the 
: Lord, who will plead its cauſe. with all ics Oppreſlors and 
Grievours, ( wichin and without) without reſpect of perſons. 
And when you exhort, adnionulh, or correct them, or hou 
a cauſe ſoto do, then. wait you upon God, to feel his preſence 
and Seed to lead, govern and go before: you ; chat Chriſt Jz- 
ſus may be your Head, and have the prebemin:nce, and the 
Government upon his Shoulders (whoſe Right it is) 1a all 
things, And let your words be few, ſeaſoned in the ſavour 
of the Power, and pure, gentle, wiidom of God, cool, quier, 
and low, and not loud and clamardus, heady, or wilfull , for 
that ſavours of the foolith woman, -whoſe feet are without, 
which builderh not her houſe, burpuls ic dowa with her hands, 
buc the wiſe, builderh ic up, to the-praiſe and glory of God.:S0 
let Chriſt (whom you profelle) be known, and exalted Head, 
in,and amang, apd'over you all , even the. power and wiſdom 
of God, Then will the Lord be honoured, and the Seed an- 
ſwered, and the evil be kept under, by him whoſe £ pak 
cnely to Reign 'and Govern, among the children of men.
